WHEREAS, the Citywide Fire-Rescue DIF will be used solely to fund fire and rescue

improvements needed to accommodate growth throughout the City; and

WHEREAS, a Citywide Fire-Rescue DIF will allow the City to deliver fire and rescue

facilities to more people throughout the City much sooner, with investments that improve the

entire network of the City's fire and rescue system; and

WHEREAS, fire-rescue deficient communities, as defined in the Nexus Study,

generally have higher costs associated with the provision of needed fire facilities for new

development; and
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WHEREAS, additiona

l DIF required to be 

paid for ne

w development in fi

re-rescue

deficient communities will be expended solely for the purpose of providing fire-rescue

facilities in these areas; N
